THE REALITY OF RAGE

Athough most people would rather not do so 
the issue of Race must be faced because it exists. 
Liberals and Communists have so exploited the sub- 
ject that more and more Rightists are finding it 
necessary to acquaint themselves with the facts, This 
is unfortunate for the liberals because investigation 
shows that the liberal position— that of "Integra- 
tion"— is not only Constitutionally and Biblically 
indefensible but is also scientifically, physiological- 
ly, socially and morally wrong, as well. 

In a larger sense the issue of Race is important 
because of the rise of the colored world which is 
making intelligent persons realize that many of the 
so-called "extremists" and "crackpots" have been 
right. The Issue is seen as nodiing less than the very 
survival of the White man and his creations. Put 
another way The Issue is Colored Supremacj—Yes 
or No? In die words of James Burnham, writing in 
National Review, "The simple statistics of world 
population prove that if die Western mind submits 
to the egalitarian doctrine of Liberalism and Social- 
ism, then the outcome is mathematically inevitable." 

In National Republic, Blanche Leonard writes: 

The greatest danger to civilization today is that the dark 
races, untouched. by Christianity and the highest ideals 
which have emerged in the thought of Western man, may, 
through the weapons we have developed, and the sweep 
of Communism, engulf us, and thus put out the torch of

any longer."

BIOLOGICAL ASPECT 

Many men such as Herbert Ravenal Sass, David 
Lawrence and even William Faulkner have pointed 
out that the real objection to "integration" is the 
fear of intermarriage and the elimination for all 
time of die White race—which has created the civ- 
ilization and culture of the West. Six thousand 
years of history showthat mongrelization is inevit- 
able whenever the White and Black races have 
come into contact. Mongrelization has happened in 
Egypt, Ethiopia, India, Portugal, Sicily, Brazil and 
other garden spots. Each of these countries once 
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had a higher degree of civilization than they have 
now. Their downfall began when they enslaved the' 
negro and ultimately-in spite of strictest segrega- 
tion—mixed and destroyed their White blood, The 
result is ignorance, poverty, fetishism, superstition, 
slavery, dictatorship and immorality. In spite of lib- 
eraf propaganda this is not a new problem but the 
oldest of all great social problems-and one which 
has never been solved. 

Most of the books on this vitally-important sub- 
ject have been suppressed by the Anti-Defamation 
League gestag), and related subversive groups. But 
the growing interest in the subject has brought forth 
some of the old classic arid new ones as well.

THE DOLLAR COST 

Liberals and Communists have long brayed that 
the "cost of segregation" is high, arguing that equal 
but separate facilities for the races results in a much 
greater public expenditure, Actually, the opposite 
is true. For instance, the education system in Wash- 
ington-Ike's "showcase of integration"-has deter- 
iorated to the extent that expensive new programs 
are necessary to keep standards up. Special classes, 
high teacher turnover, police protection, repair of 
vandalism— these are a few of the added costs 
brought on. As for the human costs-both moral 
and psychological— which are paid by the helpless 
White children-these are of course incalculable. 
See the Davis sub-committee report on the Washing- , 
ton school mess. 

"Integration" in the Army was possible because 
of the atrocious combat records of all-negro units 
in both world wars. The record of the 92nd Divi- 
sion in Italy was typical, The Communist Secretary 
of Defense, Anna Rosenberg, promoted integration 
to lower the morale and fighter efficiency of Army 
troops in Korea. However, the Pentagon refuses to 
release the facts and figures which would illustrate 
this. A $100,000 study of integration in the Army 
was made by Johns Hopkins University but Army 
^lass-hats suppress th¥as^"useless arid derogaSrf" 
to both races." Army phonies have also suppressed 
for years results of mental tests given to large num- 
bers of draftees which conclusively prove negro in- 
feriority. 

Every city with a negro minority spends huge 
amounts for social services for them. In San Fran- 
cisco 80% of the aid to dependent children goes to 
negroes though the population ratio is closer to 
10%. Close to 25% of all negro births in the U.S,A. 
are illegitimate. White taxpayers pay for this. 



In Mississippi the African population is close to 
50% yet the Whites pay about 97% of the taxes., 
In New York state 6.2% of the population is col- 
ored yet 40.1% of the prison population is colored. 
This is typical for all states, 

OVERSEAS 

Great Britain is in the process of transferring 
great numbers of her Anglo-Saxon population over- 
seas and replacing it with negroes. Well over 1% 
of the British population has fled the Socialist Ill- 
fare State since the end of the war. On the other 
hand about 100,000 coloreds from Jamaica and In- 
dia have arrived and more arrive each day. No doubt 
many from Ghana will soon be arriving as Britain 
conrinues the process of becoming a limited edition 
of One-worid through the crazy "Commonwealth" 
idea. Eventually the outcome can only bethe negroi- 
dizadon of the Bridsh Isles. 

As a result of this happy opportunity British sub- 
versives have formed the British Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People (BAACP) and 
hope to do with it what their comrades have done 
with the NAACP in America. 

In logical self-defense one Joseph Cleveland has 
formed a London unit of the Ku Klux Klan. Since 
die progressive negroidization of the British Isles 
is being promoted by the government, the press 
and international rifi-raff like UNESCO, the odds 
against the success of scattered resistance groups 
are tremendous. 

There are negroes in every European country. 
Because of their small (but increasing) numbers 
they find it easy to mingle with and marry Euror 
peans, who by and large have no knowledge of 
racial differences. Nordic Holland for instance has 
at least 2,000 negroes, with more arriving. 

THE WEIGHT OF NUMBERS 

On a world scale the important thing is the rela- 
tive weight of numbers. For a good outline of this 
problem send for a free copy of The Population 
Bomb which is published by the Hugh Moore Fund, 
Box 1049, New York 17. In typical liberal confu-

figures about the Yellow and Black Peril and then 
draws the wrong conclusions.

JEWISH MANIFESTO' PROCLAMATION OF 1860 



(Addressed to Jews of the World) 



James Rothschild, a Jew, son of Amschel Mayer, the first to call himself "Rothschild'' — (German for Red 
Shield) — misruled as "King of the Jews" and Financial King of the World, from 1836 to 1868. He was head of 
the Paris Branch of the House of Rothschild, international Gold-Standard Bankers, dominating five of the great 
capitals of Europe; (and still do — including U.S.A., — and our Federal Reserve Banking System). 

A few years after THE COMMUNIST MANIFESTO of Karl Marx, Jew, James Rothschild issued his MANI- 
FESTO-PROCLAMATION of about 1860, directed to all the Jews of the Universe, reproduced in "The Morning 
Post" of London, on Sept. 6, 1920, and still in effect in 1958: 

''MANIFESTO" 

By James Rothschild, "King of the Jews" 

"The union which we desire to found will not be a French, English, Irish or German union, but 
a Jewish one, a Universal one! Other peoples and races, are divided into nationalities; we alone have 
no co-citizens, but exclusively co-religionaries. 

"A Jew wilf under no circumstances become the friend of a Christian or o Moslem before the moment 
arrives, when the light of the Jewish faith, the only reh'gion of reason, will shine all over the world! Scat- 
tered amongst other nations, we desire primarily to be and remain immutably Jews. Our nationality is the 
religion of our fathers and to recognize no other nationality. We are living in foreign lands and we cannot 
trouble about the ambitions of countries entirely alien to us. 

"The Jewish teaching must cover the whole earth! No matter where fate should lead — ^though scat- 
tered all over the earth, you must always consider yourselves members of a chosen race. If you realize 
that the faith of your forefathers is your only patriotism, — if you recognize that, notwithstanding the 
nationalities you have embraced, you always remain and everywhere form one and only one notion, — if 
you believe that Jewry is one and only one religious and political truth, — if you are convinced of this, you 
Jews of the Universe, then come and give ear to our appeal and prove your consent. 

"Our cause is great and holy, and Its success is guaranteed. 

"Catholicism, our immemorial enemy, is lying in the dust, mortally wounded in the head . The net 
which Jewry is throwing over the globe of the earth is widening and spreading daily. (Ed. — He meant 
Protestant Christianity, also). 

"The time is near when Jerusalem will become the house of prayer for all nations and peoples, and 
the banner of Jewish mono-deity will be unfurled and hoisted on the most distant shores. 

"Let us avail ourselves of all circumstances. Our might is immense — learn to adopt this might for our 
cause. 

"What have you to be afraid of? 

"The day is not distant when all the riches and treasures of the earth will become the property of the 
Children of Israel." 

Pleose let this Manifesto go around the world. Anyone who wants to reprint this Manifesto moy.

The editors of "Common Seuse" have 
consistently warned our readers of the 
political tyranny, perversion of jurispru- 
dence, and biased action by pawns for 
Political Zionism and the Commmust Party. 
And how these manipulators by subterfuge 
and intrigue slant the news by deleting 
factors which are necessary to newsworthy 
l*eporting. 

Conclusively to this point is the wide- 
spread publidty given to the Jimmy Wilson 
case in Alabama. The Alabama Supreme 
Coiu^ upheld the death sentence of Jimmy 
Wilson, a three time loser for highway 
robbery. Wilson had invaded the sanctity 
of the home, raped and robbed an 82 year 
old white woman of $1.95 for which he was 
sentenced to the electric chair. To the de- 
fence of Wilson came bleeding hearts of 
Europe, the American State Department, 
liberals and reds from over the U.S. Says 
the State Department: "If Wilson dies in 
the electric chair it will have a tenrible 
effect upon our foreign relations policy." 
Such appeals ranged from tlie crocodile 
tear type to demands for a complete re- 
lease of Wilson.

27 year old «eerro iJ'rank Peterson m 
Holmes Coimty, Florida, where, within 24 
hours of his release from a prison camp, 
invaded a white man's home, killed the 
father and a two yeai- old daughter. Stripped 
to the nude, he began his bloody orgy 
with an axe, struck the father three fatal 
blows on the head, sti*uck a four year old 
daughter, a two year old daughter, and a 
sbc year old son. He beat, choked and raped 
the mother until she lost consciousness. The 
.»«Holmes-Coimty-,fthiauif£-cava. th n t the-^our 
year old girl was saved by surgery. When 
he picked her up, her brains were pro- 
trudmg from her skull. By a miracle the 
sbc yeai' old boy was saved. Five members 
of the family had been bludgeoned by the 
axe in the hands of a vicioixs killer, and the 
mother received the same type treatment 
outlined in Communist Party meetings. 

Peterson escaped by boarding a migrant 
workers* bus headed for the Eastern states. 
He 'was taken into custody in Springfield, 
N.Y., placed in the Buffalo jaU for safe 
keeping. Although he agreed to wave ex- 
tradition to Florida, when the Holmes 
County sheriff arrived, he found Peterson 
had been counseled by the NAACP attorney 
William Smis to fight extradition. 

In the Wilson case, every ZIonist-o\vned 
and Zionist-controlled news service including 
newspapers, radio and television mesmerized 
public opinion, resulting in an avalanche 
of letters to the executive department in 
Alabama to commute the death sentence 
of Wilson to life imprisonment. 

The fact of Uie crime, and the nature of 
the crhne committed by the two negroes 
is not the significant factor in tins story; 
but, what is important, the pseudo huck- 
stei-s for justice have been silent in the 
Peterson case. Neither the State Depart- 
ment, nor the Justice Department in Wash- 
ington intei-vened to force Governor Averell 
Harrmian to release the negro Frank 
Peterson to the Florida autliorities. Nor in 
the course of foui* months has Governor 
LeKoy CoUins pressed the matter to a 
conclusion. In the same vein it is significant 
that the U.S. Supreme Court has not issued 
a ruling for the negro Frank Peterson to 
have a full and speedy trial.

The greater number of us Afri- 
cans in America sincerely desire 
to leave the United States to go 
where we can live with our own 
kind, where we can develop a na- 
tion and culture of our own in an 
environment of our own choice. 
The governments of Liberia and 
Ethiopia are encouraging this im- 
migration. 

Opposition to the Movement is 
coming from a minority group in 
the United States, who wish to 
continue to exploit the African 
economically and politically. 

We hate to be humiliated con- 
cerning mixing the two races. We 
are opposed to mixing our race 
with the white race. We are a self- 
respecting people, with a principle 
and integrity of our own.

We American Africans prayer- 
fully ask your support in getting 
this bill passed this year, 1957. 
That will bring hope to the race- 
conscious people who have been 
working so long, trying to get the 
support of America to send us back 
to Africa. 

We are now bewildered because 
of the humiliation being brought 
upon us. 

If you mix the schools, you still 
have the race problem. Repatria- 
tion is a permanent solution.

The friction is caused not so much 
by distinctions of color as by wide-

Both have 
had a share in its development, the 
European as the planner and di- 
rector — the brains behind it, so to 
speak — and the African as laborer. 
Both have their part to play in 
its future progress^ But without 
the white man's know-how, initia- 
tive, capital and leadership, the 
country would have progressed no 
further along the road to civiliza- 
tion than have the backwater tribes 
jof the Amazon. 

** **• . One of the most formi- 
dable obstacles to the black man's 
progress at the moment is the 
black man himself. He lives dif- 
ferently, eats differently, laughs 
'differently, cries for other causes 
than those that most often bring 
tears to a white man's eyes. He 
has a radically different conception 
of time, responsibility, security 
and well-being. His appetites are 
greater and smaller than the white 
man's, never identical. He lives 
.from day to day and dies without 
regret."

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Southern Congressmen Recommend 
District School Re-Segregation 

The shocking discoveries made by the Special Subcommittee to 
Investigate Public Schools gf the House Committee on the District 
of Columbia resulted in a recommendation by the majority of the 
Subcommittee that public schools in the District of Columbia be re- 
segregated. In part, the language of the Subcommittee was as fol- 
lows : 

"Therefore, we recommend that racially separate public schools 
be re-established for the education of white and Negro pupils in 
the District of Columbia, and 
that such schools be maintained 
on a completely separate and 
equal basis." 

This report and its recom- 
mendations were signed by Con- 
gressmen James C. Davis, Geor- 
gia, Chairman of the Special 
Subcommitttee, John Bell Wil- 
liams, Mississippi, Woodrow W.. 
Jones, North Carolina, and Joel 
T. Broyhill, Virginia. 

Congressmen A. L. Miller, 
Nebraska, and DeWitt S. Hyde, 
Maryland, did not sign the re- 
port but issued a minority re- 
port. We call this fact to the Congressman James C. Davis 
attention of our subscribers in Nebraska and Maryland — and recom- 
mend that they remem'ber it the next time Congressmen Miller and 
Hyde run for election. These two men should have to explain to 
their constituents why they refused to recommend the one known 
step that would save the people of Washington, D. C, from the 
horrors they now face in their schools. 

On the other hand, regardless of action taken or not taken on 
the wise recommendations of the Special Subcommittee, the gentle- 
men who made them know that their names will go down in history 
because of the effort they made on behalf of the helpless people 
of the District of Columbia.

The following statement fay the 
Rev. Webster McClary. ! pastor of 
the St. Paul M. E. (Negro) church 
near Kingstree. ' appeared in The 
County Record at Kingstree Thurs- 
day. The newspaper serves Wil- 
liamsburg County and the sur- 
rounding area. 

The statement in full: 

To the people of Wiiliamsburg 
County: 

There are times to speak and 
times to keep quiet and; this is a 
time to speak. |l 

I am a jMegro who wasi born and 
raised in your county. ;^t present 
I am serving as local preacher in 
St. Paul M. E. Church near Kings- 
treer-S.C. Duricfl-^h«-week' I farm- 
ihy own land anfl clbo run a 
licensed taxi service in town. I be- 
long to the Free & Accepted Ma- 
sons, to the Grand Order of Odd 
Fellows and to the Joint Stock So- 
ciety. It has been reported that I 
belong to_ the NAACP. also. 

First, let me say to my white 
friends that I haVft never belonged 
to the NAACP end ttevcr expect 
to. I'm too free and happy prais- 
ing God. wortctng hard and living 
In the friendship of both races, 
I ask you to .show this to ; 
colored friends. 

Second. let me say to nriy colored 
brethren and sisters: ( 

You are' doing a lot of talking 
about white Citizens [Councils. 
You say they are not like a bunch 
of young drunks whooping and hol- 
lering on a possum hunt. I You say 
Councils are springing up quiet as 
mushrooms in the night. (And you 
say right. Those are sma^t steady 
men and they 'mean business. They 
have told you there won't be any 
mixed schools hereaboutsi ^d I'm 
telling you you can depend on 
that. You can quit your, secret 
worrying and fretting about mixed 
schools for most of you don't want 
-them- any more 'than whites "do. 
You just didn't know how to keep 
from having them. 

I can say this to any Negro who 
has it sticking in his craw that he 
can't be happy without trying 
mixed schools. All you have to do 
to get your heart's desire is buy 
a ticket to Philly or other points 
north where they areji already 
mixed. Nobody has to tell {you that 
colored children don't learn books 
«s fast as whites. But {see for 
yourself how pitiful your] big col- 
ored children will look in ihe same 
grades with smaller white chil- 
dren. Have you got enough money 
to dress your brood in! clothes 
they won't be ashamed of? Go 
ahead and try it if you niust. But 
don't be fool enough to slam the 
dcwr in your white freinds' faces 
before you go. You might want 
to come back like I did! after I 
had lived up there a while. How 
if you come home and ';find the 
door locked? Yppr old key won't 



be much good in a door fastened 
with a dozen ten-penny nails. Who 
is gomg to help you then? Will 
the NAACP give you a hand-out? 
Laugh, folks, laugh! 

The years I lived in Philly •and 
New York I made big money as 
a house painter but it took it all 
to keep going. When I finally 
came back home I hardly had one 
dime to rub against another. What 
did I do? I went to my white 
friends and got a job. Later, who 
lent me money to start farming? 
Who sold me seed and fertilizer 
and mules on credit? When dry 
weather ruined my crops, who let 
my debts ride till the next year? 
Who_]et_jine have groceriej;, and 
Rothes on credit when 1 nee'de^ 
them? When I wr,s sick, who fed 
and clothed me free? Not the 
Red Cross, not the WeUare I>e- 
partment, not the NAACP but my 
own white friends. I say God bless 
them and their seed! 

"Now don't take the notion that 
t'm talking against my own race. 
I am not. I'm trying witjx the. help 
of God to lead my people right. 
I'm warning all you Negroes not 
to be misled by a few NAACP 
folks you see strutting their stuff 
in your community. Remember the 
old saying, "Give a calf enough 
rope and he will hang himself." 
Just keep an eye on the calves 
around you and you are apt to see 
a show turn into a circuis. If you 
are one of, the calves, cut the 
rope now. Come out into the open 
and throw your weight for equal 
but separate schools where Negro 
children, can learn to take pride 
in their own race instead of being 
ashamed of it. 

White folks have politely ap- 
pealed to u^ Negroes to use sense 
and look far ahead but they won't 
be surprised if we don't because 
we never have. Right now. I'm 
^ot appealing to you colored peo- 
ple about the distant future. I*.m 
telling you about the present. If 
you are in the NAACP you had 
better get out while the getting is 
good. The white folks have told 
you straight and honest. They don't 
blame any Negroes for joining be- 
fore they realized the NAACP was 
set to stir up trouble between the 
races here at home. But now 
things have busted wide open. 
Common horse-sense will tell you 
that every Negro who stays in the 
NAACP and stays in the South is 
plantings briars in his own path 
and briars can grow powerfully 
fast in a Southern climate. 

Did ' you read in the ," papers 
about councils in other counties 
"Exercising economic pressure? ** 
Do you ' know what that means? 
I didn't either till I had it. ex- 
plained txy me. In our kind of talk 
it means getting* fired from a job 
or having your credit cut off. Be 
fair. If you were paying wages to 



a fellow and found he was double- 
crossing you, what would you do? 
You would fire him so quick it 
would make his head swim. He 
would be lucky if he didn't get a 
kick in the pants for good meas- 
ure. As for giving him credit, who? 
You?

Christmas Is Christ's Birthday 




Recently the columns of the . National 
Kepublic Magazine exposed a secret drive 
in New Jersey, launched by the Superin- 
tendent of the Sayresville public schools, to 
abandon Christmas observances. The direct- 
ive sent put by Superintendent R. S. Pollack 
advised the prindpals of the schools in his 
areas to gradually drop the customary ob- 
servances in such a manner as not to incite 
the public The directive also specified that 
there would be no image of Clirist displayed, 
no props representative of Angels and no 
singmg of hymns, such as "Silent Night/* 
**Hark the Herald Angels Sing" and other 
Christian hymns. 'Tollt Lore" was to be 
substituted, if indeed any observances of 
the great event were to be held. 

Pollack stated in his directive that ^vithin 
the next few years _all Christmas obser- 
vances in schools in New "Jersey would be 
ruled illegal under the State anti-discri- 
mination laws. He said that he had been\so 
advispri »-" *^o State. Adnunistration. Thg 

vestigatlon was launched. The first- report 
censured the~Superintendent, but before an 
official and final report was issued, the 
Superintendent was absolved of any wrong- 
doing. The investigators evidently- learriea 
that the New Jersey State Anti-Discrimi- 
nation Board was the culprit. Nothing more 
appears to have been done in the matter 
in view of the fact that the State I^gis-. 
lature had enacted an anti-discrimination 
law under the influence of anti-Christian 
forces, leaving jt up to the School Board to 
determine' the scope and enforcement of it. 
Many criticized Governor aieyner for havhig 
permitted the passage of such an act, as 
well as for his selection of certain Board 
members. 

At the height of the uproar in New Jersey 
the anti-Christian group promoting the drive 
announced that similar drives in the future 
in other conmiunities would be launched in 
July, thereby taking the fury out of the 
effort since the Christmas spirit would not 
be at its height at that time. The drive in 
New Jersey began in November of 1956. 

In July of this year another successful 
drive was launched to fake Christ out of 
Christmas m Sierra Sladre, California. Over 
the opposition of a multitude of taxpayers, 
the Parent-Teachers Association and many 
others, tlie School Board sustained the move 
to adopt a ruling such as that which- had 
been previously forced on Chi-islians in New 
Jersey. And so there will no longer bcr 
displayed the Nafi\ity scene or image of 
Christ and Angels and no Christmas carols 
will be sung in the public schools ui Sierra" 
aiadre. But the stores of .those promoting 
the anti-Christian move will be aflame in 
their commercialization of the observance 
of the birth of Christ, the Savior of -man* 
kind. 

Other communities are confronted with 
anti-Christian drives. One effort in New 
York resulted in a mass turnout in the 
community, and the Board of Education had 
to rescind its action in the face of public 
indignation and a threat to boycott the 
schools.

"Christmas m July" was celebrated by 
five Protestant churches in Vicksbui-g, Mich- 
igan, and Dover, New Jersey, this year. The 
off-season observance of Christmas, in all 
its glory, was in protest against the com- 
mercialization of Christmas by non-Christ- 
ians. Some are proposing that the coiuiter- 
move be adopted in all sections of the 
country to combat the move to take Christ 
out of Christmas— boycott those who boy- 
cott Christ. On the other hand, many dis- 
approve of sacrificing an event so memo- 
rable for even that purpose. 

The drive to take Christ out of Christmas 
observances is only one plank in the anti- 
Christian nation wide move.
